TOKYO (U P I) — C om m unist 
C hina today exploded its sec­ 
ond atom ic bom b, possibly in a 
drop from an airplane. 


R adio P ek ing announced the 
bom b wav exploded by China 
“ over its w estern a r e a s .” The 
first C hinese bom b, 
last Oct. 
16, was deto nated on a tower. 


Peking called the b om b “ d e­ 
fen siv e” 
and 
renew ed 
its 
pledge n ev er to be the first to 
use n u clear w eapons. T he a n ­

said
